Thomas Bi Donaldson, fornir 
comanissioner of insurance of Penn- 
s‘lvania, in a brief on the subj et} 
of compulsory atstomobile insur: 
ance, says: 

"So far as providing insurance 
is concerned, regulation (agree- |i 
ment) rather than legislatio. is, in 
my opinion, practicable..

If they 
are, they should not purchase 
aytomobiles which are not ‘poor 
men’s toys.’

A close analysis 
will prove that all of them were 
costly subterfuges.’’: 


Tax Reduction the Slogan 

Without a general reduction in| 
property taxes all ‘along the liue, 
there is no sound basis for agricul- 
tural prosperity. 2 

All classes of péople are paying
